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1. Shortly before the end of the war, it was decided to drop all work on 
the rocket which had been developed by Dr. Trommsdorf during the third phase of 
the wrr. The reason behind this decicion was thet definite shortcomings hed been 
detected end th t the Tromasderf construction had been supplanted by sore recent 
constructions, developed by Henschel. For some unknown reason, it was later on 
decided to comtiaue the development of this rocket, though no great eutiueiasz 
wes shown. FYellowing the German collanse, the Russians were undecided whether or 
not they should contines the project, but after Dr, Tromesdorf had accepted a 
position with the Russians, he wrs asked to continue to work on his rocket and to 
follow the sane princivles as heretofore. It became, however, obvious in the 
course of time thet the work could not le-d to suecess, and Dr. Troamedorf vas 
eaked to apply basic changes. Thia decision was taken eround Hovenber, 1946; 

Dr. Tromnsdorf left soon afterwrrds for Enssia. 


2. The Tromsdorf rocket ves tested bout summer, 1944, in the wind-tunnel, 
set mm in the test-station of the German Air Forces in Peenemmends. The results 
were very unertisfectory; the main shertoomiags bed to do with faulty steering. 
The wind-tunnel vhich served for these teats was =t that time the only existing 
wind-tunnel of its kind; with it, a epeed uv to 2,000 kilometers an hour could be 
weceured, This wind-tunnel ws rut away before the rrrival of the Russian Aray, 
and it is certain th-t 1¢ never fell into Rassicn hands. 


3. The Tromesdorf rocket was allegedly launched once at Peenenuende by 
Frofessor KLUSK, in the late sumer of 1944, rt a time when Dr. Tromusdorf +rs 
serving vt the front. The launching required a specisl fuel which could not be 
used for assembly line production. It is very well possible thet Professor Kose 
wes the neraon vho tested the rocket in the wind tunnel. Dr. Trommsdor? alleges 
thet the rocket wns launched in his presence; however, inform-tion given dy 
colleguas of his does not ber out the truth of this statement. It is generally 
believed tht Ur. Trommsdorf orde this at=tement, in order to gst crexter db: cking 


- from the Hussirns. Informant vas unable to give det-iled technical inform tion 


adout the test launching, although he esserts tht com-lete Schlieren photogrnophs 
have been found. 


4, ‘vuring the smc neriod (sumer, 1944), tha project "Schmetterling” under- 
went teste in “eenemende (sub-nroject saned "“Rheintochter"), The results, 
obdtcined vith "Schwetterling", showed w> unfcsvorrbly the shortcomings of the 
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Tromusderf rocket; itu constructor, Dr. Trommsdorf, fell in disgrace with the 
RLM (highest cuthority); he was left to continue te work practicaliy on his 
construction un to the ené of the war; however, he reosived very little encourcce- 


«meat, 


6. By the time fromsdorf left for Russin, the project, with aodificntions, 
had been entirely developed on naver. Up to then, no tests whatsoever brd been . 
made. According to calculations, the cruising radius of the rocket is 180 kiloneters. 
This modified version wes a comresise between Tromustorf's somevhet phentcstic 
conception (he either tried to {gnore critics] problems or tackled then 
reluctantly) and the Ruseten wishes. Judging from the l-rge nozber of recuired 
fittings, 1% seems unlikely thet the rocket could be earufactured in large ronbvers,. 


6. It is mest unlikely thet Fromeséorf should be vorking on this project in 
Passia; this does, however, cot mean th-t he might not be working on V¥ weanens. 
Dr. Tromasdorf and other apecielists in the field of rocket wespone work in a 
Bussien Institute in Moscow, but live outside of Koscoy. At the tine Ir, Tremtsdorf 
left for Rossin, seven close co-workers went along. 


7, It ie not known if this project is at present continuing in Germeny, I¢ 
is, however, known thet the construction work for remote control for eimilar 


projects (Schnetterling) ia being conducted in Cermany, The actual rocket 
apparently deing nade in Pussia, cane
